POLITICAL (GENERAL). 


‘The Oudh Akhbdr of the 5th December writes i in appro- 
val of the purchase of the Suez canal shares by the British 
Government, as‘also of the appointment of British Commis- 
sioners to the Khedevies, Financial Department.

recent purchase of Suez Canal shares by England. 


The Urdé Akhbdr of the 4th December writes — Beskad 


is lowered in Europe. and less respected than before. This is 
very bad. Russia had at first made up her mind to attack 
England. She has increased her power and dominions in 
Central Asia, never caring for England or even consulting 
her, and is doing her work of capture and annexation. There 
was a difference between England and America on account 
of the Alabama affair, but this was settled by England by 
paying money. All this shows that England has not the 
strength to engage herself in war. If she does, her country 
will suffer a loss. For this reason England never mixes 
herself in any large quarrel. On this account the people 
think she is falting back in prestige. There is always some 


disturbance about Ireland. ”" 
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The Lawrence Gazette of the 7th December. writes | that 
it learns from one of its correspondents about the affairs of 
Turkey, “that Mr. Disraeli expressed himself at a. bang net

~ The Kérnaeah of the 13th December writes that it 
appears from the London telegrams that the ‘Emperors of 
Russia and Germany have decided to guide the policy of 
Europe according to their wishes, and not to allow any othor 
King to interfere in the matter ; this has given great’ offence 
to England, and-she'is sad at heart. There was a time when 
England used to be consulted in everything, no' matter how 
trivial, but now the powerful kingdoms have entirely ignored 
her, all they do is to inform her of what they have done. The 
‘Times also says that it is true England has decided to remain 
quiet, and is viewing the doings of Europe with wonder and 
surprise, and hopes to regain her lost influence whenever she 
‘wishes ; when we seriously look into this matter, we cannot help 
but condemn England’s remaining quiet as unworthy of her 
_ position, The. first Step Russia took was to. ignore England 
and violate her treaty of the Black.

The Urdé Akhbar of the 24th November notices (without 
comment) the absence on medical certificate. of. the Nizim 
from Bombay. The Kavi Vachan Sudhé of the 6th December 
also notices the furnishing of a medical certificate by the 
Nizam. 2 


The Urdé Akhbir of Akola ofthe 11th December regrets to. 

- find that Mr. C. B. Saunders, the Resident of Hydrabad, has. 
resigned his appointment, and says that Mr. Saunders was a 
good and a just official, and that every one regrets his depar- 
ture ; he has been 32 years in the service of Government, 
during which period he has held important posts, in all of 
whichhe discharged his duties in a satisfactory manner; in 1868 
he was appointed Resident of Hydrabad, and from that to 
this date there has never been any complaint against him. 
On account of the Nizam’s being unable to proceed either to 
Bombay or Calcutta through illness, he wrote indiscreetly to 
the Nizam, insisting on his going to visit the Prince; the 
Nizam had to submit a medical certificate, which was accepted 
by the Prince, and thus the Nizam was excused ; this action of 
the Resident was disapproved by Her Majesty, who said that 
the Nizam should not have been: treated in this peremptory 
manner, and it is on this very account that he has resigned his 
appointment. The Editor says he is surprised and‘ does not 
know what to write, as he cannot believe that the Resident 
acted in such a manner. Is he not aware of the respect | 
and honor due to the Nizam?’ Is he not aware how the Nizam 
acted during the’ mutiny of 1857? Ifhe has really acted ‘in the: 
manner rumoured, there must have been two reasons for’ it ; 
_ the Resident must have-feared that if the Nizam: did not goto.

or that the Nizam, by refusing to go, might himself ‘incur the

ae PRINCE OF WALES VISIT. 


The Rihbar-i-Hind of the 14th December writes that the 
adage “ some laugh while others cry,” applies well to the 
Jaipur state, where the Diw4n intends to confiscate the salary 
of every one for four months and spend the amount in the res 
ception and entertainment of His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales. The state will thus get the credit at the expense 
of the poor employés of the Raj. The Panjdbi Akhbér says 
that all the employés are sad and sorrowful, and are praying 
that the Prince may not visit Jaipur; whether this reaches 


the ears of the Prince or not, it will certainly reach the Vices _ 


roy or the Government of India, who should inquire into this, 
and if it is found to be a fact, advise His Reyal Highness not. 
to visit Jaipur. Should His Royal Highness wish to see the 
place, he should do so privately, refusing all entertainments — 
from the state; it is very strange that an moieigent ruler. 
ehoald: receive the Prince by oppressing his subjects. —

The Mélwa Akhbér of the 8th December. writes that ¢ the. 
aia sadly feel the want of SAmbhar salt. The poor cane, 
not afford salt for a week at a time. bet This salt was made by 
God for the use of the poor in a river; the action of the 
British Government in this matter is such as ‘a father about 
to give charity when the son prevented him from doing so, all 
the manufactures have been stopped and peons are going 
dbout preventing the people collécting saline earth, and are 
punished if caught doing so. Formerly in Ratnagiri the in- 
habitants cvuld not get any salt, and they used to make some 
from the saline adil, but now they have been prevented from. 
doing this even.” 


The Guide of India of the 11th Deseuber calls attention 
to the malpractices of native medicine vendors, in especially 
Jalandhar. Until some person is specially appointed as at. 
Amritsar to look after eatables and medicines, these things 


will not be sold honestly. The Municipality should exert 
itself. 


The Rohilkhand Akhbdr of the 11th December regrets 
that i in spite of all that has been written, Government pays 
no attention to aid the sick; ignorant persons are allowed 
to practice as Hakims ; some of them even cannot write the 
names of the medicines, much less tell their properties. Some- 
thing should be done by Government in this matter ; the sick 
die like dogs and the Hindu are as bad as-the Musalman 
doctors, and commit as many murders and no one interferes. 
The inhabitants of villages fare worse, those suspected ‘of 
having committed suicide are examined, but those dying under 
treatment of Hakims and Baids are not; even if the bodies 
were examined, the Doctors would never be able to find out 
the cause of death, As no one enquires into such deaths, an 
enemy has only to pay high and bribe the Hakims or’ Baids 
and have one murdered. ‘Government should make: every one 
precy 0-0 Hakim or a:-Baid undergo an- examination; 
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and after they, snecegsfully pags, they-should:be mado,to swear 
that. they will faithfully look after and prescribe. for the sick. 


‘Until this is done, no one should be permitted to practise. 


The Editor recommends 4 separate department for this work, 
and the cost being debited to Municipal Funds. : 


“The Akhbér-i-Anjuman-i-Panjdb of the 10th teniiadik 
writes that competent persons only should be appointed Pat- 
wiris of villages, such as would be able to perform their: 
duties satisfactorily ; as all land papers are in their hands, and. 
many important cases are entirely decided from these papers, 


they should be able to read and write and understand 


accounts well, and also be able to survey. Candidates for this 
appointment should be made to undergo an examination in 
accounts. The Hditor says that he always finds. Patwiris 
to be utterly ignorant and unable to read, write or keep 
accounts, and that the examiners after taking bribes: pass 
incompetent persons. | 


The Lauh-i-M ahfiz of the 10th Cisne wells that last 
week its Editor had occasion to go to Hiathras and saw 
several carts standing in the Bareilly Sardi. A policeman went 
up and ordered these carts to be taken, as they. were required 
by the Sirkdr, but that after he had received a bribe, he left the 
carts and walked off. The carters aay th at the police always 
do ‘this to get two annas. ~ |

RAILWAY AND POST OFFICE: 


The Riaz-ul-Akhbér of the 30th November condemns the 
management of the Postal Department, and complains that 
every month notes are stolen from letters, that all this is con- 


sidered | as child’s play, one day you hear of notes being 
| stolen, : another day that stamps have been abstracted. 


The Tdj-ul-Akhbér of the 9th December, noticing . a theft 
from one of. the followers of the Raja of Bikaner that oc- 
curred on the 22nd ultimo, remarks the “ railway police have 
become notorious in such works, every one says that the 
thefts are committed by the police themselves.” The Editor 


therefore calls upon the Railway officials “to remedy this 
evil,” 


The following is a literal translation in eatenso of the article 


on railway grievances called for by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor : — 


The iis Akhbdér of the Pet October, 1875, writes 
$6 Government have issued a circular about natives travelling 


by Railway and our convenience. The purport of this Leal 
cular may be summarized as follows : 


__., For the convenience of native iieeiiiais several schemes 
were from time to time proposed, and the Railway Companies 
also gave the matter their consideration, but the Railway Com- 


panies, apart from the Proposals of Government, have, Been 
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considering t this ssidoan diaaabves ; ; now what is wun written 
is not that our former complaints have been of no avail, but 
there are several things still requiring reforms, numerous 
(Europeans) officials, who have been consulted on this subject, 
besides the convenience of the public and the increase of 
trade, if travelling on the railways were more comfortable. 

But the principal object seems to be the profit of the Railway 
Companies, but as the Government guarantees a dividend of 
five per cent., some arrangements should be introduced which 
would*imake the travelling public more comfortable. There 
are several things introduced of which in the beginning there 
is a loss, but after a time the profit i increases, i. ¢., to make the 
public more comfortable, to give more facility in forwarding 
goods, and to reduce the rate of fare for travelling, which 
prevents many from availing themselves of the rail, that the 
greatest income is derived from the lower classes: in 1873; 

the following was the amount realized, viz :—

When it is proved that the amount realized from the lower 
class is greater than that of the upper class, is it not wonder- 
fal that no arrangement is made for the comfort of the poor 
from whom this is realized, and no consideration given as to 
their caste; therefore Government do not wish that any 
consideration be shewn to any class or caste. The Oudh 
and Rohilkhand Railway Company have appointed women as 
ticket collectors for the purpose of collecting tickets from the 
native women, that people travelling on ‘this Railway are 
very much pleased, and wished that other Companies may 


follow the same example. 


. The followin g are our complaints and grievances, some of 
which have been remedied: the carriages are immensely 
overcrowded, it is necessary that in every compartment notice 
in English ‘ad Vernacular should be put up, showing “how 
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many seats are in it, and that no more ‘than. that’ ntvaber 
should be. allowed.in the.compartment, . That some means 
should be introduced of cooling the carriages in the sammer 
time, and that. during the hot weather the carriages should 
not-be'téo crowded. ‘The traveller should not be il treated, 
but spoken to civilly. The Railway subordinates should’ ‘ail 
have uniforms; strict orders should be issued on the subject 
that all high and low employés of the Railway should wear 
eal that any official required may be found at once. 


“On the days of fairs and festivals extra trains should start. 
Tickets should be issued long before the startin g time. 


™ That tickets. should be sold outside the station before the 
starting time. 


‘That there is no place for those who arrive at the station 
before the starting-time and are. not allowed: to go im. ‘their 
waiting rooms, that the natives not knowing the time, are @ put 
to great inconvenience, on this account ikey in wishing g to 
be in. time have to remain in the sun, com and rain outside. 


‘That rates of fare should be put up in 8rd and 4th Class 
-earriages in the vernacular also. 


‘That as soon as a train arrives at a station, the passengers 


wishing to get out, should be allowed to do so at once for 
necessary purposes. 


That tickets should be dein’ soon. 


That passengers go about the station not knowing in 


what carriage they are to go in, one should be nominated to 
prevent this crowd. . 


That the sweetmeat and fruit sellers at the stations should 
not be made to pay taxes, so that travellers may get the value 
of their money; if refreshment rooms were made for the natives, 


it would be better. And where there are no closets, it be 
made at once and lighted during the nights. 


That trees should bé ‘planted near the stations, All the 
Railway Companies should do this, 
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That both doors should not be. kept locked, one at least 
‘should be-left. unlocked. 


~ That one ticket should be issued for the entire journey, and 
br sostaponed be permitted to ‘break their j journeys. 


in "That. return tickets should be issued to. third and fourth 
‘class travellers, .- 


That there should be no trouble i in reserving a ana 
‘The rate for lagg gage should be reduced. oe 


Some good arrangements should . be mails: for female 
travellers by the train, and that third class carriages should 
have closets made in them, that this is about to be done by the 
Scinde, Panjab and Delhi Railways, that on the Rangoon and 
Irrawaddy Railways it is intended to have means of communi- 
cation from one carriage to another.’ “If the Railway. Com- 
panies were to have Sardis made at their. stations, it «would 

. ‘benefit the Company ; also that a place should be ‘set apart for 
pardah women to sit’ in; that the same be dotiein the Sardis. 
The Governor-General: in Council wishés that these: com- 
plaints be remedied by the Railway Companies. That the 
native passengers may not be ill-treated in the manner they 
are at present by being pulled, hauled and kicked about by 

the Railway subordinates. oe 
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
